Since the of the late blefſed Nabob, I have bid 
adieu to all worldly Affairs, and with a hroken Heart given myſelf up to Sorrow. I cannot 
bear the Reflection of my own melancholy Situation—how can I repreſent it to others? My 

wounded Heart is made to bleed afreſh every Inſtant, and Fortune ſeems to take Delight in tor- 
menting me. 

As — Son the Nabob Aſoph ul Dowla is entirely unexperienced in the Affairs of the World, 
and ignorant of what is good or bad, Murtezza Cawn has taken Advantage of his Inexperience, 
and turned his Thoughts to frivolous Amuſements, and has taken on himſelf the entire Management 
of all the Affairs of the Government, appointing his Brethren Foujedars in all the different 
Soubahs. My Son the Nabob Aſoph ul Dowlah took from me, the Firſt Time, Thirteen Lacks 
of Rupees for the Diſcharge of the Dues to the Engliſh Chiefs, giving me a written Engage- 
ment to y this Sum in the Space of a Month.

Letter from the Governor General to the Nabob Vizier. Written 3d April 1738. 
I Have received Information through a Variety of Channels of ſeveral Meaſures adopted by your 

Excellency reſpecting the Two Bhegums, and others of a Nature which have a Tendency to draw 
Reproach on your Government, and to leſſen your Credit in the Eyes of the World: Theſe have 
likewiſe been confirmed by Letters from Mr. Middleton, and by the general Voice of thoſe who 
have been in your Excellency's Dominions,, who.concur in reporting that the Family of the late 
Nabob are reduced to fo great Diſtreſs, as to be even in Want of the common Neceſſaries of Life. 

It is not without the deepeſt Regret that I find myſelf under the Neceſſity of interfering in Mat- 
ters of ſo delicate a Nature ; yet the Friendſhip I bear ro your Excellency, and the Honour of my 
Employers, whoſe Connection with you is ſuch; that every Act of your Government, which either 
encreaſes or diminiſhes your Reputation, affects theirs in the ſame Manner, obliges. me to point 
them out to you, and to give you my Sentiments thereon, without the leaſt Reſerve. 

In the firſt Place, the Bhegum your Grandmother_complains, that your Excellency has depriyed 
her of the Allowance eſtabliſhed by the late Nabob for the Maintenance of the Family he left be- 
hind him, and have reſumed the Jaghiers and Emoluments of all her Servants and immediate De- 
pendents: That you have made no ſuitable Proviſion for the late Nabob's Women and Children, 
and entirly neglected their Education: That you ſuffer your Favourites to infringe her Rights, and 
to inſult your Relations; and, inſtead of giving her and them Redreſs, that you appear to con- 
nive at and ſecretly encourage them in ſuch Conduct, by which Means ſhe is ſubjected to the greateſt 
Mortifications and Indignities.—Theſe.are the Grievances complained of by the Alleah Bhegum, your 
Grandmother—thoſe alledged by Bow Bhegum, your Mother, are of a ſimilar Nature; of unkind 
Treatment from you, and of your withholding' from her certain Jaghiers and Rights which ſhe 
is entitled to by the Gift of the late Nabob.—Another.

Affections of your Subjects alienated. I have explained myſelf more fully on theſe ſeveral Sub- 
jects to Mr. Middleton, to whom I beg Leave to refer you. 

I muſt add, on my own Part, that I do expect your Compliance on all theſe Points. When I 
addreſs you in my own Character, I know that, conſidering me as the Friend of your Confidence, 
you will reply with the Frankneſs and Unreſerve of a Friend; nor ought I to be offended, if my 
Advice ſhall fail of its entire Effect. But the Sentiments which I now offer are not only my own; 
it is the collective Body of this Government which ſpeaks you through me; and your, own Pru-

They were near coming into the inner Apartment, and 
firing the Cannon. Under ſuch a Neceſlity I paid them the Sum of 82,669 Rupees, partly from 
the Sum which I intended to apply to the Payment of your Kiſt, and partly from Money which I 
borrowed, which completes the Amount of the Aſſignments. They have received this Money 
To-day, being the 8th Shawaul, and are gone without the Town. They carried the Cutwaul 
with them, for the Purpoſe of delivering to him their Muſkets, Cannon, and Cartouch Boxes. 
The Sepoys abuſed all the Sirdars and others, and made a Diſturbance to a Degree which cannot 
be deſcribed. I never before experienced ſuch diſgraceful Treatment as on the preſent Occaſion. 
The Sepoys and Artillery-men declared, when they received the Amount of the Aſſignments, 
that they had fold their Cannon Markets to me in Return for that Money, The Cutwaul is gone 
with them to receive their Guns; but I have been informed that they refuſe to deliver them up.

Orders received for that Purpoſe. The Purport of Shawbajee's Letter, and the verbal Propoſitions 
made to me by his Vakeel, was to ſolicit the Friendſhip and Alliance of this Government; to 
which I have replied in ſuch Terms as were moſt likely to encourage him to nearer Advances, 
if he has formed any Deſigns which may make it ſtrongly his Intereſt to court the Friendſhip 
of the Company.

That I had a Right to give Mr. Middleton ſuch Aſſurances at the Time I delivered him 
his Inſtructions, cannot be doubted; and it will be found perfectly conſonant to the Truſt 
repoſed in me by the Adminiſtration, It was the Condition and expreſs Declaration of the 


Board in his Appointment, that he ſhould be my official Agent in the Maintenance of that In- 


tercourſe with the Vizier, which the Honourable Company had committed eſpecially and ſolely 
to my Charge, and for which I alone was reſponſible; ſuch were the Ideas and the Practice, 
with no Exceptions which could invalidate the Rule, of every Adminiſtration in Bengal, from 
the Year 1757 to the Diſſolution of the late Government; and I will venture to appeal to the 
Members of the laſt Council, whether they did not underſtand that I was allowed to employ 
the Services of Mr. Middleton with the Latitude I have deſcribed. | „ 

If the Latitude allowed to me in the Exerciſe of theſe conſtitutional Powers by the former 
Adminiſtration, ſnould be deemed under the new Government too extenſive, it depends on 
them to retrench it ; but I conceive that Engagements of whatever Natufe contracted by 
me during that Period, underſtood to be conliſtent with the Rules of the Service and the 
Powers veſted in me, can loſe no Part of their Obligation by a Change of Government.

I muſt be permitted further to obſerve, That to me the whole Proceeding in this Buſineſs 
carries the Air of an Inquiſition into my perſonal Conduct, in my Negociations with the Vizir. 
After having ſolemnly declared to the Board, that I would lay before them every Part of the

Correſpondence required, which could give any Information upon public Affairs; without 


waiting for this Communication, without knowing whether it would furniſh them with every 
Light that could be deſired, or whether any Chaſm would be found in the Intelligence, for 
want of the reſt of the Correſpondence, they arbitrarily reſolve, That 1 ſhould expoſe to 
them all the Minutiæ of a confidential Correſpondence, and betray into public Record the 
unreſerved Opinions of a young Man, hazarded only on the moſt ſacred Aſſurances of Se- 
crecy, from the only Perſon to whom he looked upon bimſelf as accountable in that immediate 
Duty. I muſt declare, that I regard this as prejudging a Matter not yet completely laid before 
the Board, merely to convey a Cenſure on my former Adminiſtration in the Branch of Corre- 
ce with the Foreign Powers, and to introduce the Change propoſed with every Circum- 
ance of Mortification to me.

He is now expecting Orders 
from Europe, which, he ſays, will give him ſole and entire Authority. Repreſent this to the 
Nabob in private. By the Bleſſing of God, you are wiſe, and acquainted with all Matters. 
This long Delay, after Mr. Briſtow has been told that he will be recalled to Calcuttaz is a Diſ- 
grace to both Sides. I imagine the Nabob is acting prudently, ſo as tv prevent Mr. Briſtow's. 
Attempt from reaching Europe; otherwiſe how could the Orders from Calcutta have been fo 
delayed? By the Bleſſing of God, at this Time the Nabob, conformable to the Wiſhes of 
his Friends, has got the Power; it is therefore neceſſary for him to attend to the Concerns of 
his Friends, and to recall Mr, Briſtow from hence, and grant a Sunnud, in the Nature of an 
Engagement, for Mr. Middleton to remain here for ever.

I had Yeſterday the Honour of informing you of the Meſfage I ſent to the Nabob through 
the Miniſter, reſpecting the Jagheers, to which his Excellency this Morning returned me a 
Reply, purporting, that if the Meafure propoſed was intended to procure the Payment of his 
Balance due to the Company, he could better and more expeditiouſly effect that Object, by 
taking from his Mother what ſhe is very able to ſpare, and what he has an undoubted Right, 
as he conceiyes, to exact from her. The preſent Debt to the Company, as he with Truth 
obſerves, is a great Part handed down from his Father; and the Funds from which he might have 
been enabled to liquidate it, 'it is notorious, were withheld from him by the Begum, on the late 
Nabob's Death. Thar according to the Laws of the Koran, and the invariable Cuſtom of the 
Country, he is juſtly entitled to the whole Eſtate and Treaſures of his Father, and could 
legally demand their being put in his Poſſeſſion; bur that the Sum he deſires to take from his 
Mother (about Sixty Lacks) bears no Sort of Proportion to the immenſe Wealth which fell into 
her Hands on the Death of his Father, nor would it bear at all hard upon her, as he knows 
how much her Treaſures exceed that Sum. All therefore that he aſks, is not to be interrupted 
in recovering a Part of his hereditary Right, by which he will be enabled to diſcharge imme- 
diately the whole of his Debt to the Company.

11. after deducting 10,000 R' for an Ertor, was the Balance of the Yeaf 
1187, agreeably to Mr. Purling's Account, ariſing from ſhort Payments of the Claims made upon 
the Nabob for that Year, and occaſioned by the total Collections of the Country not having 
proved adequate to the Nabob's own Wants and our annual Claims; and upon theſe Confidera- 
tions I found myſelf obliged, upon my Adjuſtment with his Excellency for the Year 1188, to 
take a Bond for that Amount, of which I duly informed the Honourable Board. The Army 
Donation, R' 10,50,000, was under the ſame Circumſtances ;. as the unavoidable Claims for the 
immediate Pay of the eſtabliſhed Troops, and other indiſpenſable Diſburſements, fully engroſſed 
all the Funds that could be ſet apart from the Nabob's abſolute Wants, after deducting rhe uſual 
Charges of Collection.

If I heſitate, the Governor may deem it an Oppoſition to his 
ill: If I recall my Aumil, it will be conſidered by Mozuffer Jung as a Relinquiſhment of my 
Claim. Do you therefore, my Friend, take immediate ſatisfactory Steps for the Recovery of the 
Debt, that I may withdraw my Aumil in Obedience to the Governor's Orders. It is notorious 
that his Friendſhip and Connexion with me exceeds that of any other Prince of Hindoſtan; and 
in Return for which, my Life and Fortune are devoted to him. The particular and declared Ob-

was, to aſſemble and call in armed Men from all Quarters, which when united with the larg 
Force already in the Town under their Direction, would in all Probability have brought t 
Matter to a much more ſevere and arduous Teſt than it at preſent could admit of. I found 
myſelf neceſſitated to take the moſt immediate and deciſive Interference which the Force with 
me was capable of; and accordingly, having the Nabob's written Requiſition, marched the 
23d Regiment, under the Command of Major Naylor, with a Detachment of his Excellency's 
own Troops, againſt the Kella, and had the Happineſs to ſucceed in- putting the Nabob's 
Party in Poſſeſſion of it without any Effuſion of Blood ; the armed Men retiring from it on the 
Approach of our Troops, and drawing up with their Guns in a large broad Street befote che 
Houſe of the old Begum, to which the Bhow Begum and her Two principal Eunuchs had 
retired the preceding Evening. This effected, the Nabob iſſued his peremptory Orders for the 
immediate Departure of all armed Men, excepting his own Troops, beyond the Precincts of 
the Town, threatening them with an inſtant Attack if they diſobeyed. This Order, after 
many Evaſions, was promiſed to be complied with; and the Two Eunuchs, Bahr and Jowar 
Ally Cawn, at the ſame Time coming in, and delivering themſelves into the Nabob's Cuitody, 
the armed Men, amounting to between Three and Four thouſand, evacuated the Town and 
diſperſed, I have fince learnt, that had the Nabob's Troops alone attempted the Seizure of 
the Kella, a very deſperate Reſiſtance was reſolved upon, which appeared very probable, from 
the State in which the armed Men were found, being the preceding Evening furniſhed with a 
large Store of Ammunition, and now drawn up in regular Order, with loaded Pieces, and their 
Matches lighted ; but they were prudent enough to think themſelves unequal to the united 
Efforts of his Excellency's Troops, ſupported by an Engliſh Regiment, and by this Conviction 
much Miſchief has happily been prevented.

After my Arrival, a Couple of Days paſſed in Negociation, but 
without Effect; and the Party in the Town collecting, and hourly gaining Strength, at length, 
after mature Deliberation, ir was reſolved that I ſhould, with my Regiment, and Four Guns, 
ſtorm the Town, which. I effected the 12th in the Morning. I very ſoon got Poſſeſſion of the 
Kellah, in which is the Palace and Zenanah; and as there were not only ſeveral Gates, but 
Openings in the Walls, as I entered on one Side they eſcaped at the other; but ſhortly after 
the Party returned again, headed by the Two principal Eunuchs, Bahr Ally Cawa and Jewar 
Ally Cawn, and drew up oppoſite and within Sixty Yards of One of my-Poſts, with Three

to think perſonally ill of him at that Time; I have Reaſon to think perſonally well of him at 
preſent: My Ground was public; I underſtood that he was the Public Reſident of the Com-

pany at the Vizier's Court. I aſked to ſee the whole of his Correſpondence with this Govern- 


ment. I was then told that he was the Private Agent of the Governor, who refuſed to com- 
municate the whole of his Correſpondence to the Board. 1 thought that an Office of that 
Nature ſhould not be continued, and that the Perſon who holds it ought to be recalled to the 
Settlement, in order that the Board might obtain from him thoſe Explanations which were re- 
foſed by the Governor. If his Conduct in this Reſpect ſhould prove ſatisfactory to the Board,

HAVING had Occaſion to diſburſe from my own Caſh many Sums, for Services which, though 
required to enable me to execute the Duties of my Station, I have hitherto omitted to enter 
in my public Accounts, and my own Fortune being unequal to ſo heavy a Charge, I have reſolved 
to reimburſe myſelf in a Mode the molt ſuitable to the b 
ſame on my Durbar Accounts of the preſent Year, and crediting them by a Sum privately received, 
and appropriated to your Service in the ſame Manner with other Sums received on Account of the 
Honourable Company, and already carried to their Account. bro Je ; 
The Particulars of theſe Diſburſements are contained In the incloſed Accounts, Ne , 2, 3, and 
4, of which N* 5 is the Abſtract.

The Sum of the Account Ne x is the Difference between the Allowance of 300 Rupees a Month, 
which was the cuſtomary Pay of the Governor's Military Secretary, and that which T. allowed to 
Lieutenant Colonel Ironſide during the Time that he ated in that Capacity, on account of his 
ſuperior Rank, It was feferred to your Honourable Court in One of the General Letters of the 
Year 1773 or 4; but I preſume that it was overlooked, in the Preſſure of other mote important 
Matters which at that Time occupied your Attention. Stays bh 
N* 2 and 3 are explained in the Accounts themſelves. * hb et at 7 $f. hire 
N* 4 conſiſts of Three ſeveral Kinds of Charges, which 1 confeſs to have been unauthoriſed, 
but which I humbly conceive neither to be of a private Nature, nor unworthy Subjects of the: 


Bounty of a great and riſing State.—The Firſt is inconſiderable, conſiſting chiefly in the Subſiſt- | 


ence of the Pundits, who were aſſembled in Calcutta, and employed during Two Years in com- 
piling the Code of Hindoo Laws for your Uſe. The Sum allotted to them was, as I recollect, 
One Rupee per Diem; a larger Recompenſe was offered, but refuſed; nor would they receive 
this, but for their daily Support: They had indeed the Promiſe of ſome- public Endowments for 
their Colleges, which yet remain unperformed.— The Second is the Amount of ſundry Monthly 
Salaries paid to ſome of the moſt learned Profeſſors of the Mahomedan Law, for tranſlating, from 
the Arabic into the Perſian Tongue, a Compendium of their Law, called the Hedaya, which is 
held in high Eſtimation, and Part of a more voluminous Work, which I could not proſecute. 
Your Honourable Court is in Poſſeſſion of a Part of the Engl Verſion of Hedaya, made by Mr. 
James Anderſon, and a ſubſequent Part of the ſame Work has been lately tranſlated by Mr. 
Hamilton. Theſe Gentlemen are both engaged in the Completion of it, and are both eminently 
qualified for it. It would exceed the due Bounds of this Letter, to expatiate on the Utility of this 


Work; yet I may be allowed to vindicate the Expence of it by One ſummary Argument, which is, 


that while the Mahomedan Law is allowed to be the Standard of the Criminal Juriſprudence of 
your Dominion, under the Controul and i of your Engliſh Servants, it ſeems indiſpenſably 
neceſſary that the Judges of the Courts ſhould have a more familiar Guide for their Proceedings 
than the Books of the Arabic Tongue, of which few have Opportunities of attaining a competent 
Knowledge; and as neceſſary that your Servants ſhould poſſeſs the Means of conſulting the Prin- 
ciples on which thoſe Judgments are founded, which, in their ultimate Reſort,” and in extraordi- / 
nary Caſes, may fall within their immediate Cognizance, and of the Laws of which they are the 
Protectors.— The Third Charge is that of an Academy, inſtituted for the Study of the different 
Branches of the Sciences taught in the Mahomedan Schools. After a Trial of about Two Years, 
finding that it was likely to anſwer the End of its Inſtitution, I recommended. to the Board, and 
obtained their Conſent, to paſs the ſublequent Expence of the, Eltabliſhment to the Account of 
the Company, and to erect a Building for the Purpoſe at my own immediate Coſt, but fot a Com- 
pany's Intereſt Note granted me for the Reimburſement of it. It is almoſt the only complete 

' Eſtabliſhment of the Kind now exiſting in India, although they were once in univerſal Uſe, and 
the decayed Remains of theſe Schools are yet to be ſeen in every capital Town or City of Hindoſtan 
and Decan. It has contributed to extend the Credit of the Engliſh Name, and to ſoften the 
Prejudices excited by the rapid Growth of the Britiſh Dominion; and it is a Seminary of the moſt

\ I humbly ſubmit the Propriety of carrying theſe Expences to your Account, by the Conſidera- 
tion, that it was not poſſible for me to have been influenced, in incurring them, by any Purpoſe 
of my own Intereſt. Something, perhaps, may be attributed to the Impulſe of Pride, in the 
Share which I might hope to derive of a public Benefaction; but certainly not to Vanity of

Intereſts and theirs, that we cannot heſitate a Moment to declare them totally inadmiſſible ;' and 
as we have no Doubt of the Nabob's Ability to furniſh the Sums abſolutely neceſſary for the 
Service of the Year, we require you to repeat the Demand in Writing. To give Weight and 
Efficacy to your Requiſition, we have 2 — it expedient to adviſe him formally, by Letter, 
of your being authoriſed to make it, and that we expect his ready and cheerful Acquieſcence in 
it. In the preſent Circumſtances of his Government and ours, to diſband any Part of the 
Troops that we maintain for his Service is a Meaſure no leſs improper for him to ſuggeſt than 
it would be for us to adopt. He ſtands engaged to our Government to maintain the Engliſh 
Armies which, at his own Requeſt, have been formed for the Protection of his Dominions; 
and it is our Part, not his, to judge and to determine in what Manner, and at what Time, theſe 
ſhall be reduced or withdrawn; but, were it otherwiſe, this is not the Time to propoſe it, 
when we are threatened with external Dangers common to both, which require rather an Aug= 
mentation than a Diminution of the Means which we poſſeſs for repelling them. That this 
gives us Cauſe for the moſt alarming Suſpicions, ſince he cannot be ignorant that the Marattas, 
our Enemies, and the ancient Enemy of his Government and Family, are in Arms, and a War 
unavoidable ; that, at ſuch a Juncture, a Propoſition for diſbanding any Part of his Forces can- 
not fail to encourage them to attack his Dominions ; that the Advice of his Miniſters, who 
have inſtigated him to make it, will, we perſuade ourſelves, appear to him as inſidious as it is 
dangerous; and that, we hope, he will diſmiſs them from his Service and Confidence, as un-

The Friendſhip between the Honourable Company, Mr. Ha Governor General, Su- 
preme Council, and myſelf, has not the leaſt Shadow of Diſunion: Dominion, Property, and 
Honour are but one and the ſame to ys. | | | 2 
© The Situation of my Affairs, reſpecting the preſent Time; I informed Mr. Middleton bf, 
both by Writing and Converſation, and I now proceed to lay the whole before you. 
During theſe Three Years paſt, the Expence occaſioned by the Troops in Brigade, and 
others commanded by European Officers, has much diſtreſſed the Support of my Houſhold, 
inſomuch chat the Allowance made to the Seraglio and Children of the deceaſed Nabob has 


been reduced to one-fourth Part of what it was, upon which they ſubſiſted in a very diſtreſſed 


Manner for theſe Two Years paſt; the Attendants, Writers, Servants, &c. of my Court have 
received no Pay for theſe Two Yearsz and there is at preſent no Part of the Country that can 
be allotted to the Payment of my Father's private. Creditors, whoſe Applications are daily 
preſſing upon me. All theſe Difficulties I have for theſe Three Years paſt ſtruggled through, 
and found this Conſolation therein, that it was complying- with the Pleaſure of the Honour- 
able Company, and in hope that the Supreme Council would make Enquiry from impartial 
Perſons into my diſtreſſed Situation; but I am” now forced to a Repreſentation, .From the 
great Increaſe of Expence, the Revenues were neceſſarily farmed out at a high Rate, and De- 
ficiencies followed yearly. The Country and Cultivation is abandoned; and this Year in par- 
ticular, from the exceffive Drought of the Seaſon, Deductions of many Lacks have. been 
allowed the Farmers, who were ſtill left unſatisfied, and I have received but juſt ſufficient to 
ſupport my abſolute Neceſſities; and for this Reaſon many of the old Chieftains, with their 
Troops and uſeful Attendants of the Court, were forced to leave it, and now there is left only 
a few Foot and Horſe for the Collection of the Revenues; and ſhould. the Zemindars be re- 
fractory, there is not left a ſufficient Number to reduce them to the Obedience of my Collectors. 
The late raiſed Brigade at Futtaghur is not only quite uſeleſs to my Government, but is more- 
over the Cauſe of much Loſs both in the Revenues and Cuſtoms, ' the, detached Bodies of 


Troops under other European Officers being nothing but Confuſion to the Affairs of Govern- 


ment, and are entirely their own Maſters. 4 

In this diſtreſſed State of my Affairs, it is juſt and requiſite that Mr. Haſtings, General 
Sir Eyre Coote, and the Supreme Council ſhould give me Relief. This Year I cannot poſſibly 
provide for the new Brigade at Futtyghur, the Corps of Horſe, and other detached Bodies of 
Troops in my Country. I hope you will conſider well theſe Repreſentations, and explain them 
in a Manner you may judge proper to the Governor General and Supreme Council. On my 
Part, Country,, Property, and Life are devoted to the Will of the Honourable Company; and 
I hope they will therefore do Juſtice to theſe my Complaints, and prevent my falling into 
Diſtreſs, by not having wherewith to ſupport the neceſſary Expences of my Houſhold. For 
the Expence of the Brigade at Cawnpore, and other Diſburſements, I have given Tugcaws and 
Orders upon my Country. The Remainder of my Revenue, on account of the Drought, has 
fallen ſo ſhort as not to be ſufficient for my neceſſary Expences, being deficient to the Amount 
of Fifteen (15) Lacks, and the above Proviſion will bring upon me this Year very great

Whatever you ſaid to Raja Gobind Ram upon every Point, the ſaid Raja has fully written it to 
me. My Friend, from the Beginhing|of the Friendſhip between the noble Chiefs of the Company, 
and the exalted Gentlemen of Council, and my deceaſed Father and myſelf, no Deficiency ever 
appeared ; and after the Death of my deceaſed Father I have conſtantly remained, and ſtill remain, 
employed from my Heart and Soul in preſerving this Friendſhip more than formerly; and on the 
Part of the Gentlemen alſo the Syſtem of. Intimacy was preſerved. In mapy Concerns, the Diſ- 
treſſes which from various Cauſes had happened, the Governor General, Mr. Haſtings, after 
learning, applied himſelf to relieve my Situation, and. ſettled a Plan by which the Company's Mo- 
ney would · properly be paid by my Miniſters, and the Company and all the, Engliſh Gentlemen 
would receive Credit. 5 | ; W 0 
After his Departure, you, from your Kindneſs, were favourable to my Concerns, and preſeryed 
the Plan and Agreement which had been ſettled between him and myſelf, and with the greateſt 
Friendſhip you Wrote to me the completeſt Confirmation; and Major Palmer, in obedience to your 
Orders, gave repeated Cohſolation to me and my Miniſters. . Fam convinced that the good Situa- 
tion of my Concerns will be increaſed by your Favour. Conformably to the Agreement to pay the 
Company's Money, which was ſettled between me and the late Governor General, my Miniſters 
have to this Time paid the Kiſts, and no Deviation has happened; you may learn this from Mr, 
Wombwell. And J, conſidering the Diſcharge of the n Debt to be the moſt neceſſary of 
all Affairs, pay it from the Receipts of the Country and the Loans of the Bankers, and I apply 
myſelf to nothing but the Diſcharge of the Company's Debt and the Preſervation. of your Friend- 
ſhip. You told Raja Gobind Ram that to this Time the Money had not been regularly paid, ac- 
cording to the Agreement which had fixed Kiſts for the Company's Money: This Order aſtoniſhes 
and confounds me, becauſe from laſt Tear to this Time, whatever Agreement had been made for 
the Payment of the Company's Money, my Miniſters have paid confoxmably to the Kiſts, and are 
in future ready to pay, by the Bleſſing of God, according to the Engagements of N but 
your Favour and Countenance is cequiſite. This Order muſt certainly have been cauſed ſolely by 
the Repreſentations of intereſted Perſons; and I from this am much afflicted, that notwithſtanding 
the regular Payment of the Money according to the Kiſts, you ſhould give ſuch an Order upon the 
Repreſentations of intereſted Perſons, otherwiſe ſuch Orders could not have proceeded from your 
_ exalted Mind, becauſe many Days have not elapſed ſince you, in Writing, gave me Confidence on 
every Point; and whilit the Money were“ regularly paid, you would not give ſuch Orders: At any Sic in Orig.

At that Time the Diſturbances of the Seiks exiſted in the Neigh- 


bourhood of Berelly, and my Army was ſtationed on the Ghauts of the River, at thoſe Places, 
Which at this Seaſon are always fordable. This Year many other Ghauts' were fordable, and the 


Seiks croſſed over to plunder, which is their Cuſtom. My Army, which was already there, came 
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Major Palmer. (a) [With reſpect to the Expences of the Gentlemen Who are here, I have defore hy

upon them, and puniſhed them, and they, finding no Strength to remain, croſſed back again, and 


returned; but it became neceſſary to guard all Ghauts, and I therefore ſtationed for the Defence 
of the Berelly Ghauts, my old Battalions, which were fixed at Kherrabad, and the other Mahuls ; | 


and I ſent the Battalions of Captain Frith, which were newly raiſed for the Settlement of the 
Mahuls of Kherrabad, &c. Thoſe Battalions went under the Command of a Commandint 
belonging to me, and no Engliſh Gentlemen went there. In theſe Four Battalions, according 
to the Rule of all my Battalions, there are Three thouſand Men, and the Expence of them, in- 
cluding the Artillery, is 35,000 Rupees in each Month. For a little Time I thought this Ex- 
pence adviſrable for the Execution of Two important Objects, the Settlement of the Country 


and the Expulſion of the Seiks, which by the Bleſſing of God have both been effected: I have now 


determined to diſband them after ſatisfying them; but I conſider it proper to guard the Ghauts 


until Chyte; till when the Fords continue; after that, when the River be full, ſo large an Army 
will not be wanted at the Ghauts. In this Caſe I requeſt your Advice, that as the Army is on a 
reduced and ſaving Eſtabliſhment, if you chuſe, I will keep the Battaliqns until Chyte ; or if you 
order, I will diſmiſs them immediately. Captain Frith will have no Concern in the Battalions, Com- 
mandants belonging to me will command them. With reſpect to Lieutenant Polhill's Battalion, which 


with other Gentlemen, is in Attendance on the Prince, you ordered me to learn his Royal High- 


neſs's Wiſh, and that if he ſhould be deſirous to keep them they might remain a little Time with 
him. Upon learning his Deſire, I, conformably to your Inſtructions, have conſented to retain 
the Battalion a little Time, but 1 did not ſpeak about retaining Lieutenant Polhill, and the other 
Gentlemen, nor does he continue with me in this Command; I merely wrote to you in Obe- 


dience to his Royal Highneſs's Deſire, requeſting that Lieutenant Polhill alone might remain; 


the Approbation and Refuſal of which depend entirely upon your Pleaſure ; I have no Ability 
to maintain the Battalion with the Gentlemen: I defire nothing but your Satisfaction, and hope 
that ſuch Orders as relate to the Friendſhip between the Company and me, and as may be your 
Pleaſure, may be written in your own private Letters to me, through Major Palmer, or in your 
Letters to the Major, that he may, in obedience to your Orders, . properly explain them to me, 


and whatever may be ſettled, he may firſt in ſecret inform you of it, and afterwards I may write 


to you, having learnt your Pleaſure : In this Way the Secrets will be known to your Mind alone, 


and the Advice upon all the Concerns will be given in a proper Manner. For further Security, 
trouble you again with my Requeſt, that you will not liſten to the Repreſentations of intereſted 


Perſons with reſpect to my Concerns; for in this Caſe, my Affairs are diſgraced, and the Bankers, 


from whom I have borrowed many Lacks towards paying the Kiſts to the Company, are 


- alarmed.—lI labour from my Heart and Soul to preſerve your Satisfaction, and you from 


your Kindneſs are inclined to maintain the Plan and Agreement which has taken place; 
therefore to give Entrance to intereſted Perſons, is laying the Baſis of Diſagreement. . I 
hope from your Favour that in the Concerns between me — you, no intereſted Perſon may be 
admitted to hear the Secrets between the Company and myſelf, and your Orders.

It may be proper to hi wap that the Exceſs of Diſburſements beyond the eſtimated Amount 
es. The Firſt was, that the Troops of Futty Ghur, and Mr. Womb- .

Writing of Major Palmer, is now in my Poſſeſſion. Soon after his Arrival at the Preſidency, he - 
requeſted me to form the Account of his Receipts and Diſburſements, which you will find 


Journalized in the 280th, &c. and 3oyth Pages of the Honourable Company's General Books of 
the Year 1781-2. My official Situation, as Accountant General, had preyioully convinced me, 
that Mr. Haſtings could not have made the Iſſues, which were acknowledged as received from 


him, by the Accounts of ſome of the Paymaſters to the Army, unleſs he had obtained ſome ſuch - 


Supply as that which he afterwards, viz. on the 22d May 1782, made known to me; when I 
immediately ſuggeſted to him the Neceſſity of his tranſmitting that Account which accompanied 
his Letter of that Date; till when, the Promiſe contained in his Letter of 20th January had 
entirely eſcaped his Recollection.— The Particulars of the Paper Ne 1 were read over to me, from 
a Bengal Paper, by his Banyan Cauntoo Baboo; and, if I am not miſtaken, the Three Firſt 
Lines of that N' 2, were read over to me, from a Perſian Paper, by his Moonſhy. The Tranſ- 
lation of theſe Particulars, made by me, was, as I verily believe, the firſt complete Memo- 
randum that he ever poſſeſſed of them in the Engliſh Language; and I am confideat, that if I 
had not ſuggeſted to him the Neceſſity of his taking this Precaution, he would, at this Moment, 
have been unable to have afforded any ſuch Information concerning them. YR; 
4. The rough Draft of this Letter and Account having been made by Mr. Haſtings, in my 

Preſence, at his Garden Houſe at Alleypore, I wrote the * Copies of them. After theſe were 
ſigned by him, they were put into a Cover, directed by me, which he ſealed up. I then took the 
Letter with me into Town, for the Purpoſe of being delivered to the Secretary, when the Cloſe 
of the Lively's Packet might be near at hand, not deeming it eligible to deliver it before, as 1 
had known Inſtances of Letters that were delivered to the Secretaries any Length of Time before 
the Departure of a Packer, eſcape their Recollection at the Cloſe thereof.

Mr. Wheler Judged it neceſſary to record them at 
the Time they came to hand, expecting a more particular Narrative from the Governor General 
of the various Occurrences on which they treat; but as it may be neceſſary at this Time to furdiſh 
the Court of Directors with ſuch Particulars as are yet come to hand, Mr. Wheler begs leave to 
record the following Letters, and to recommend that the Letter dated 29th September, being a

Governor I have written to you many Letters, all probably intercepted. -I. arrived 14th. at Benares on 

General. 16th the Rajah having been put under an Arreſt, a numerous Body of armed Men ſuddenly 

27th Auguſt, croſſed, attacked, and maſſacred the whole Party which had him in Cuſtody, conſiſting of Lieu- 
tenant Stalker, Scott, and Symes, and Two Companies of Major Popham's Grenadier Sepoys. 

. S having no Ammunition fell without Reſiſtance; the Rajah eh and fled to Luteefgur. 

2 19th a large Force returned to Ramnagur; Captain Blair with his Battalion, and Captain 
-  » Mayaffre with the Remainder of Major Pop am's Detachment were ordered to aſſemble for the - _ 
Act of that Place, and Major Popham t join and condu8t the Operations according i a con- © 
cCeerted Plan. The Two Corps having joined Captain Mayaffre, the Senior Officer, without waiting 
for Major Popham, and againſt Orders, on the Morning of 20th marched precipitately into the 
narrow Streets of the Town, where in an Inſtant he fell with Captain Doxat and 33 Ran- 

gers and almoſt all the Sepoys of Captain Blair's Battalion that had entered with him; the 

reſt of the Detachment returned to Chunar with the Loſs of Two Guns, one Howitz, and 
103 Men of all Denominations killed. I was in Benares with the broken Remains of 
Major Popham's firſt Party, conſiſting of about 400 Men in a Place incapable of Defence, 
even with equal Numbers. Preparations were making to attack me; I waited till the 
Evening for a Battalion ordered from Chunar to reinforce our Party; at Seven re> 
peared . — arrived, that the Rajah's Boats were in Motion. No News had arrived of 
the Battalion from Chunar; it was reſolyed to meet it, and march with it to Chunar. The Reſolu- 
tion was inſtantly carried into Execution. We paſſed the Battalion, which returned, and overtook 
us, and on 22d at Day-break we gained the Banks of the River opens to Chunar, having met 
no Oppoſition, The Detachment croſſed on the Morning of 23d. The Rajah's Forces are divided 
between Ramnagur and Luteefgur. His Family is at Beejygur. His fixed Eſtabliſhment ex- 
ceeds 10,0c0 Men, and all his Reiats bear Arms. Major Popham is encamped on the Plain Eaſt of 
the Fort. 1 expect to be joined by a Regiment from Cawnpoor, one arrived for my Guard at 
Lucknow, Lieutenant Polhill with Six Companies of the Nabob's Guard now at hand, and Major 
Moſes Crawford's Battalion, My only Diſtreſs is the Want of Money, and is great.

I entirely approve of che Meaſure propoſed to the Admiral, in the Board's Letter of the aqth 
Ulrimo, for preſerving à free and open Communication between Bengal and the Ports on the 
Coaſt, during the next Northern Monſoon. I have the ſame Conviction of its Neceſſity, which 
the Board have, for the Reaſons they have expreſſed, and deem it the moſt uſeful Service to the 
Company on which the Fleet, or à Part of it, can be employed: If any Otjection ſhould pre- 
vail with the Admiral againſt ſtationing it in the Road of Balaſore, Perſons converſant in the 
Navigation of theſe Seas (and:of fuch there are many Gentlemen at the Preſidency: willing, and 
at all Times ready, to afford us the Aid of their Opinions upon [theſe Subjects when deſired), 
could eaſily point out ſome Place contiguous to it, where Ships: might lie with more Couve- 
nience, and their Services be as effectual as in the Road of Balaſore.: I remembeg to have 
beard that at Coringa there is a good Road for Ships to lie in. The Situation is certainly con- 
venient; but whether it will admit Ships of ſuch Depth in the Water as his Majeſty's large Ships 
of War, is a Queſtion which I am not ſufficiently Maſter of the Subject to determine. 

I have read with Satisfaction Sir Eyre Coote's Letter to the Board, of the zoth July, even 
thoſe Parts of it which contain an implied Cenſure of our Meaſures.

The new Regulations being in force before Colonel Pearſe's Detachment went away, it,

I had begun it at the Time of the Date prefixed to it; but the buſy Scene which followed, 
both while I was at Chunar, and after my Return to Benares, hindered me from proſecuting it 
till a few Days before the Date which I have ſubjoined to it. I did not chuſe to alter the 
Introduction, although written at ſuch a Diſtance of Time from that in which the Body of the 
Work was executed, and even from the Exiſtence of the Events which are recorded in the 
latter, becauſe I found it not eaſy to give it a new Form, without a total Omiſſion of 
what had been already produced, while my Mind was animated by the recent and actual 
Scenes in which it was engaged, to an anxious and moſt feeling Solicitude, not more for 
the Iſſue of the impending Conteſt, than for its Conſequences on my own Reputation. In the 
Conſciouſneſs of the Rectitude of my own lee had allowed myſelf to uſe an Appeal 
the moſt ſolemn and mofi ſacred that could bind my Relation to Truth, or impreſs the Con- 
viction of it on the Hearts of others; nor could I, conſiſtently with my own Senſe of its 
Obligation, withdraw it, or coldly place it after the Narrative already written, and written un- 
der the Check which I had impoſed upon it.—I know not whether I ſhall be clearly underſtood.

T have received your Letter, in which you inform me, that Letters to this Purport are come to 
you from the Governor and Council: That the Pay of the Sepoys ſtationed with the Aumils of m7 
Provinces, and the other Expences of the Mahals, are very conſiderable; but that all which the 
Aumils deduct from the Sircar for the Payment of thoſe Sepoys, and the Expences of collecting. 
is not really ſpent, and that every Thing ſo deducted on thoſe Accounts is their Profit: That if 
the Troops are neceſſary for the Management of the Country. You will furniſh them from the 
Company. You therefore requeſt, 'that as the Gentlemen of the Council have written ſolely from 
their Friendſhip, and for my Advantage, I ſhould accordingly comply with their Requeſt, - 
All theſe Particulars I underſtand, and am perfectly convinced of the firm Friendihip and Af- 
fection of the Nabub, Governor, and the Gentlemen of Council; and that they have written to 
me from the Sincerity of their Love, and fot my Advantage; but the Manners and Methods of 
the Adminiſtration of this Country are not fully known to the Nabob and Gentlemen. The 
Number of Horſe and Foot, and the Deductions to the Aumils in the Time of the late Nabob, and 
in the Two Firſt Years of my Government have been greatly diminiſhed; but when I found if

| ingly in many Places during theſe Two Years, for want of Attention and Aſſiſtance from the 
1 Preſence, the Aumils have been killed.

Immediately after my Arrival I urged the acting Miniſter to deviſe and recommend Arrange- 
ments for the complete Diſcharge of the Balance at the Concluſion of the Year.

I can hardly quote an Inſtance, fince the Vizier's Acceſſion to the Muſnud, 
of an Aumil having been puniſhed for Oppreſſion, though the Complaints of the People and the 
State of the Country are notorious Prqofs of the Violences daily committed—it is even become 
unſafe for Travellers to paſs, except in large Bodies, — Murders, Thefts, and other Enormities 
ſhocking to Humanity, are committed in open Day. 1 | | 
Every Zemindar ſhould be Safffecteld the Magiſtrate in his Zemindarry, and collect the Reve- 
nues according to certain Rt Rates recorded in the Cutcherry, and publiſhed throughour 
the Diſtrict. The Aumil ſhould be the controlling Power between the Ryot and the Zemindar z 
| ſhould enforce the Regulations; ſee Peace and good Order preſerved in the ſeveral Zemindatries; 
and make the Zemindars accountable for all Tumults, Thefts, and Murders, within their Juriſ- 
diction—in great Towns there ought to be a Cutwall, or Haakeem, to diſtribute Juſtice, ' 
Such has been the Syſtem of this Government, that the Oppreſſions have generally originated 
with the Aumils. They have been rarely ſelected for their Abilities or Integrity, but from Fa- 
vour, or the Means to advance a ſmall Sum upon being appointed to their Office, The Aumil 
enters upon his Truſt, ruined in Reputation. and Fortune; and unleſs he accompliſhes his En- 
gagements, which is ſeldom the Caſe, Diſgrace and Puniſhment follow. Though the Balance 
of Revenue may be -rigorouſly demanded of him, it has not been uſual to inſtitute any Inquiry 
for Oppreſſion. The Zemindars, thus left at the Mercy of the Aumils, are often driven, to Re- 
bellion. The weak are obliged to ſubmit to his Exactions, or fly the Country ; and the Aumil, 
unable · to reduce the more pdwesful, is compelled to enter into a diſgraceful Compromiſe, Every 
Zemindar looks to his Fort for Protection, and the Country is crowded with them. Almaſs 
Ally Cawn aſſerts, there are not leſs than Seven hundred in his Diſtricts; hence it has becbme 
a genetal Cyſtom to ſeize the Brother, Son, or ſome near Relation or Dependant of the different 
Zemingars, as Hoſtages for the Security of the Revenue, A great Aumil will ſometimes have 
Three or Four hundred of theſe Hoſtages, whom he is obliged to confine in Places of Security. 
Afew;Men, like Almaſs Ally Casn and Coja ain ul Deen, have, from their Regularity in the 
Performance of pecuniary Engagements, rendered themſelves uſeful to the Vizier. A ſtrict 
Scrutiny into his Affairs was at all Times irkſome to his Excellency; and none of the Miniſters

His Excellency had agreed to defray the 
Expence of Four Regiments previous to my Arrival, but he wiſhed the Troops might not be 
ſtationed in his DominÞnsz of this Tranfaction you have received Information. The Nabob 
told me, at my Second Interview, that his Country was in Peace, and he did not require any 
further Military Aid from the Company : This Language 1 with what I had Reaſon 
to expect, from your Explanations. I candidly told Hyder Beg Cawn that I conſidered it dictated 
by him; when I afterwards furniſhed him with the Eſtimate of Claims upon the Vizier, he aſſented 
to the Account, and aſſured me of his entire Conviction of the Neceſſity of the Detachment, and 
that the Vizier would approve its being ſtationed in his Dominions. Since this Converſation Hyder 
Beg Cawn has not pleaded 'any Objection by the Vizier as Obſtacles to my Meaſures, bur has 
obtained his Sanction on every Occaſion that I have found-it neteſſary inthe Execution of my Doty, 

Hyder Beg Cawn confeſſes to me that Funds to the Amount of Forty-nine Lacks of Rupees 
were laſt Year appropriated to the Vizier's Expences. From this Sum he was to defray not only 
the Charge of his Houſehold, but the Penſions of the Tuncawdars and Jagheerdars, whoſe Jag- 
heers were reſumed. The Nature of che Diſburſements you will underſtand from the Statements. 

I thick the Sums charged could not have been applied to the Services for which they were 
. allotted : The Perſons intruſted with the great Offices about his Excellency's Perſon muſt have 
abuſed the Confidence repoſed in them, as large Arrears are due to the Nabob's | Servants z—to 
aſcertain the Fact will require Time. I have recommended that the Plan you have thought propet 
to direct in regard to the Vizier's Expences be carried into Execution; and ſhail in due Time 
communicate the intended Arrangements for your Approbation. Notwithſtanding the Language 
occaſionally held by the Vizier, 1 have every Reafon to believe he is ſenfible of the Advantages 
he derives from his Alliance with the Company, and of his Inability ro ſupport himſelf without 
it. You are ſo fully acquainted with his Charafter and Difpofition, that I ſhall not preſume to 
trouble you with any Particulars of his Conduct. I only hope, in compliance with-/your Di- 
rections, ſo long as I may have the Honour to hold my prefent Station, that I ſhall be able to 
obtain his Confidence, and prevent Expoſtulations which might interrupt the Confidence and Cor- 
diality that ought to ſubſiſt between his Excellency and your Government.

niſler is ſo reprehenſible, that I think it incumbent upon me to let him know my Sentiments of 
it: It will at leaſt ſhew him how thin the Veil is by which he covers his own Ads, and that ſuch 
Artifices will only tend to make them the more criminal, from the Falſchood and Duplicity with 
which they are aſſociated.

If any Engage- 
ment ſhall actually ſubſiſt between them at the Time you have charge of the Reſidency, it muſt, 
however exceptional, be faithfully obſerved; but if he has been guilty of any criminal Offence to 
the Nabob his Maſter, for which no Immunity is provided in the Engagement, or he ſhall break 
any one of the Conditions of it, I do moſt flricthy enjoin you, and it muſt be your ſpecial Care 
to endeavour, either by Force or Surprize, to ſecure his Perſon, and bring him to Tultice : By

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bringing him to Juſtice, I mean that you urge the Nabob, on due Conviction, to puniſh him 


with Death, as a neceſſary Example to deter others from the Commiſſion of, the like Crimes; 


nor muſt you deſiſt till this is effected. I cannot preſcribe the Means; bur to guard myſelf | 


againſt that Obloquy to which I. may be. expoſed by a forced Miſconſtruction of this Order, by 
thoſe who may bereafter be employed in ſearching our Records for Cavils and Informations 
againſt me, I think it proper to forbid, and proteſt againſt, the Uſe of any fraudulent Artifice 
or Treachery to accompliſh the End which I have preſeribed; and as you alone are privy to the 
Order, you will of courſe obſerve the greateſt Secrecy that it may not tranſpire: But I repeat my 
Recommendation of it as One of the firſt and moſt eſſential Duties of your Office. ; 

8th. From the Practice which the late Reſident and his Deputy. and the Miniſter, ſeemed to 
have preſcribed to themſelves of withholding all official Information from me, I have been under 
the Neceſſity of forming my Opinion of the State of the Nabob's Government upon private 
Intelligence; but this, from its Variety, from its Concurrence, notwithſtanding the various 
Channels through which it. has paſſed; and above all from its Notoriety, comes to me with all 
the Weight which the higheſt Authority could give it. For ſome Facts I have the Teſtimony 
of ſworn Evidence; ſuch ate the Tranſactions of the Rebel Zemindars of Gooruckpore and 
Bareach in the Inſurreftions of the laſt Year, which had for their immediate Object the De- 
ſtruction of Colonel Hanhay, and the Officers of his Command; and, ultimately, the Extir- 
pation of the Engliſh Inffuence and Power throughout the whole of the Nabob Vizier's Do- 
minions. The Zemindars who: diſtinguiſhed themſelves on this Occaſion were Zalem Sing, 
Genoo Roy, and Perly Pall Sing. I am well informed that theſe Men have perſevered in their 
rebellious Conduct, without Deviation, to the preſent Time, though the Nabob's, and not our 
Government, is the Object of it. Repreſent to the Nabob, and effectually, the bad Policy of 
ſuffering ſuch Examples to paſs with Impunity. Obtain his Order for employing ſome ſure 
Means for apprehending theſe Zemindars; and if it ſhall appear, on a fair and regular Inquiry, 
that their Conduct towards the Nabob (I paſs over that which regards ourſelves alone) has been 
ſuch as it has been reported to be, he ought, and you muſt inſiſt upon it, to puniſh them with 
Death, and to treat with the ſame Rigour every Zemindar, and every Subject who ſhall be the 
Leader in a Rebellion againſt his Authority.

I have obſerved towards him, and poſſeſſes, if I may credit Appearances amounting to the ſtrongeſt 
Evidence of which ſuch a Concluſion is capable, ſo entire a Confidence in my Iatentions re- 
ing his Concerns with the Company, that 1 have on my Part an equal Reliance on his 
ady Support of the Arrangements which have been formed under my Inſpection, both for the 
Adminiſtration of his Revenue, and the Diſcharge of his Debt to the Honourable Company de- 
pending on it. He has given me the firmeſt Aſſurances of this, and I have every Reaſon to ex · 
pect that the Influence of the moſt reſpectable Perſons of his Family will be employed to coun- 
teract every other which may tend to warp him from it. I am ſorry to ſay, that ſuch an Aſſiſtance 
Was wanting; as the Nabob, though moſt gentle in his Manners, and endowed with an Under:

In 
ſupport of this Opinion, particular Streſs has been laid upon his Bebaviour, at the Capiculation 
of Worgautn, which; as it would be romantic to attribute it to an undiſcriminating Generaſity,

ſternation. In ſuch a Conjuncture, Saindeah had only to appear, in order to eſtabliſh his Power 
on the Ruins of the Fabric which. had been erected by Nuyiff Khan, with leſs Policy than 
Courage. The principal Officers of the Army, by means of which the late Nabob had 
maintained his Sway, had ſeparated into Factions, and no Perſon was to be found capable of 
re- uniting them with ſufficient Efficacy. Men actuated by Animoſity, and other diſcordant 
Principles, could form no Union which Saindeah was not able with great Eaſe to diſſolve. _ 

It is foreign to the Objekt of the preſent Diſquiſition to enquire whether or not this Chief 
was concerned in the Death of Afrafiab Khan, That Event was no doubt effential to his 
Intereſt; and Ambition rarely ſcruples to accompliſh its Purpoſes even by the moſt atrocious 
Crimes.

As to the Spirit of Forbearance and Moderation which has latterly marked all our Tranſ- 
actions with the Native Powers, it would certainly not be extravagant in him (viewing Things 
through the fallacious Medium which he does), were he. to ſuppoſe it aſſumed for temporar 
Purpoſes,” and to proceed from the embarraſſed State of our Finances. And indeed I thin 
it probable that he judges of us exactly in this Manner, and that he has no Idea of our 
remaining quiet any longer than the Neceſſity of our Affairs may render it expedient for us to 
do ſo: A Prepoſſeſſion of this Sort Keeping his Jealouſy and Apprehenſion of us, perpetually 
awake, not only ſeems to preclude the Poſſibility of our being ever united together in a cordial 
and unſuſpecting Friendſhip, but makes it even difficult to preſerve the Appearances-of it, in 
a courteous and good-humoured Intercourſe with him, For under the Influence of this 
political Jaundice, which communicates to every Object the Colour of his Fear, the moſt 
trivial Circumſtance is capable of raiſing in him a Belief that the fatal Period is at hand when 
we ſhall be in a Condition to give the Reins once more to the Ambition which former 
actuated us, and which he imagines to be inſeparable from our national Character. The mo 
_ unfounded and extravagant Rumour even, whether proceeding from the Exceſs of political 
Vigilance, or from the Arts of deſigning Men, is ſufficient to produce theſe Alarms in his 
Mind. Mankind indeed are often obſerved to be ſtrangely forward to believe what they are 
molt averſe to know, and Saindeah is a ſtriking Inſtance of this curious Sort of Infatuation. 
He would appear to have Ears for none but his ſecret Intelligencers, whoſe Credit with him 
does not ſeem to be at all weakened by the Falſehoods in which he could not fail of occa- 
ſionally detecting them, were he to compare theſe Communications with the actual State of 
Things. Either, however, his Judgment is not ſuited to ſuch deliberative Operations, or 
it is altogether blinded by his ruling Paſſions, or he has ſome deluſive Method, if 2 of

| Hete is One fruitful Source of conſtant Difagteement between Saindeah and our Govern- 
mer, or rather of « Difcortent en his Part, whith makes it exceeding difficult to rp him in 
Good humour, without ſtrainitig our Commplaifante for him further than might -confiſt either 
with oor Hondur or our Intereſt. Agother Obſtacle to the Attainment of ſo delirable an End 
ariſes from à certain ſullea and obRinate- Sort bf Pride, that conſtitutes One of the moſt pro- 
minent Features in the Character of the Maharattah Chief: This renders him, whenever em- 
batraſſed in his Situation; more than ordinarily tenacious of his Military Reputation, and more 
than commonly boaſtful of his Power and Refoutces. However he may yield in ſecret to the 
Impteffions of Fear, he revolts at the Idea of irs being ine that he is acquainted with 
that Paſſion z and this Jealouſy of Honour (if it may be fo called) ſuggeſts to him on ſuch Oc- 
cafions a very ſingular Mode of concealing his Uneaſinefſss.

A diſreſpectful and lighting, not to ſay an inſolent, Demeanour, proves, he thinks, under 
fouch Circumſtances, his Confidence in his own Strength, and his Diſregard of the Power at 
which he ſecretly trembles ; whereas an obliging and actommodating Carriage might occation 
Inferences of a Nature directly oppoſite, which would at once be mortifying to his Feelings 
and prejudicial to his politictl Intereſts. Hence it is, that whenever an Idea prevails of eur 
entertaining hoſtile Diſpoſitions towards him (which, as there is no reſtraining popular Specu 
tions or Rumours, is ſometimes the Caſe), the Harmony that ought to ſubſiſt between us is 
more apt, than at other Times, to be diſturbed; and hence it alſo ariſes, that he never expe: 
riences any Repulſe from us in the ſinfſter Attempts, to which he is encouraged by our preſent © 
Forbearance and Moderation, without endeayouring to make himſelf amends for it by 
ſome new Procedure, not leſs calculated, it would ſeem, to breed Ill- humour between us, than 
to inculcate an univerſal Perſuaſion of our Submiſfion to his Pleaſure, and conſequently of his 
own Superiority and Aſcendancy. From the Intention of offending us on theſe Occaſions, 1 
entirely clear him, becauſe that cannot be neteſfary to his main Deſign; but as it is impoſſible 
that he ſhould be able to purſot the Ends which I have here and elſewhere attributed to him, 
without frequently exciting in us much great Diſpleaſure, it follows that the political Pride in 
which thoſe Views originate, maſt tend gteatly to augrnent our Difficulty in maintaining a good 
Underſtanding with him.

Deſpair. While he indulged the Expectation of future Forgiveneſs and Favour, his Conduct 
in reſpect to us was probably unexceptionable, but ſince he has been inſpired with leſs ſanguine 
Thoughts, I have Reaſon to believe that his Endeavours have not been wanting to indiſpoſe his

when it is known that his Reſidence there is converted to inſidious Purpoſe.. 

I hold preciſely the ſame Opinion of Saindeah's Diſpoſitions in regard · to us that I believe he 
entertains of ours towards himſelf, He is reſtrained, I am perſuaded, from encroaching upon 
us and the Vizier, + nothing but his Inability to do ſo with any Effect, or with any Probability of + Sie in 
Succeſs. His Ambition is boundleſs, and little liable to be checked in the Purſuit of its Ob- 
jects by Conſiderations of Gratitude, of Honour, or of good Faith; but happily, his Situation 
teems with ſo many Difficulties which-at once difable him from diſturbing us, and make it his 
Intereſt to keep us quiet, that we may be ſafely pronounced to be in no Sort of Danger from his 
inſatiable Thirſt of Power and Dominion. I muſt of courſe be underſtood as delivering this 
Opinion with ſome Reſervation; were he, for Example, completely to ſubdue the Confederacy, 
from which both his perſonal and political Exiſtence are at this very Time in imminent 
Danger, it is not certain that he would not become ſo formidable as to be able, if not to keep 
the Maharattah State in a Kind of Tutelage, at leaſt to throw off his preſent Dependance on it. 
Uncontrouled by its Authority, and uninterrupted by its Coercion, he would be enabled to act 
with more Deciſion, and with more Syſtem, than he has yet been equal to. Both his Finances 
and his Military Force would aſſume a more regular and permanent Form than they bear at 
this Juncture; and, in a Word, his Power would ſtrike ſo deep a Root as might not only ex» 
cite him to an Attempt againſt the Poſſeſſions of the Vizier, but alſo. furniſh him with the 
Means of proſecuting it with conſiderable Proſpect of Succeſs. This however is an Event or 
Situation of Affairs, which, though certainly poſſible, is notwithſtanding very far from pro- 
bable, and therefore the leſs neceſſary for us to guard againſ t.

Much as the temporiſing Policy, ſecretly imputed to us by Saindeah, agrees with the real 
Diſpoſitions of that Chief himſelf towards us, there is one- Point in which our Sentiments are 
eſſentially diſſimilar, and which accordingly occaſions a ſtriking Difference in our Behaviour to 
each other. This conſiſts, on one hand, in the Dread which he entertains of our Military 
Character; and, on the other, in the low Eſtimation in which we juſtly: hold his.) Doubtſul 
as we may be of his Deligns and Idclinations, yet as we are uninfluenced by Fear; of his 
Power; and are always prepared to meet its utmoſt Exertions, our Carriage towards him is 
never marked by thoſe little Jealouſies, Anxicties; and Suſpicions, which tend ſo much to 
breed Difcord and to excite Miſunderſtanding between neighbouring States. On the con- 
trary, it is uniformly open, liberal, indifferent (as to his Military Operations), and, good!

It is here fair to acknowledge, that ' whatſoever Advantages Saindeah might, in the, early 
State of our Connection, , draw either from our Solicitudedfrſt to engage him in our Inte- 
reſts, and aſterwards to make him adhere firmly to us, or! from our Gratitude for actual or 
ſuppoſed Services, he is. at preſent under fewer Obligations to our Friendſhip than lt the 
Change which has taken place in our political Syſtem.—I do not mean to ſay, chat qur original. 
favourable Diſpoſition towards him has ſuffered any Alteration or Diminution, but it is ger- | be.

Object with him to cultivate a cordial ori ſincere Connection with us, from which it. daes not 
appearithat he could draw any excluſive or abſolute Advantage; that it is his Intereſt now, and 
wil in all Likelihood. ever..be ſo, to preſerve inviolate the Peace ſubſiſting between vs but 
chat thould he (in ſpite of the numerous Chances againſt. him), ſurmounging all the Difficulties 
of his. preſent Situatian, firmly eſtabliſh himſelf in Hindoſtan, and we, on the contrary, be 
unexpectedly involved in any new Diſtreſſes, which might ſeem to offer a propitious Occaſion of 
incroaching upon us, it is.

How far ſuch a preventive Policy as that which I allude to might carry us, wete we at any 
Time to adopt Þ in its full Extent, is a Queſtion of too much Magnitude and Delicacy to be + 
Nightly diſcuſſed, and as it is by no means neceſſary ro my Subject, I ſhall gladly paſs it by. 
— The Caſes are not many which can ever give riſe to it in reſpect of Saindeah, the Ruin 
and Embarraſſment of whoſe Affairs can only affect us in Two Ways: One of theſe refers 
to the Event of his Power and Dominions paſſing into the Hands either of our natural 
Enemies, or of ſome Chief or State cloſely united with them: The other turns upon the 
Poſſibility of his being at ſome future Period fo hard prefſed and involved in Difficulties, 
by the Exertions of thoſe Powers who may confederate againſt him, as to be obliged to 
ſolicit foreign Aid, when, ſhould he deſpair of engaging our Aſſiſtance, Neceſſity might throw 
him into the Arms of our moſt formidable and irreconcileable Rivals. There are, it muſt be 
owned, more Circumſtances than the one laſt mentioned, that might draw him into Con- 
nections dangerous to our Ihtereſts; but I am of Opinion that they are all either very re- 
mote. or very improbable. The Threats or Intrigues of Tippoo Sultan might induce him to 
make his Peace with that Chief, by entering into his Views againſt our Nation; he might be 
allured, by the Proſpect of new Acquilitions, to join and co-operate with ſome future Combi- 
nation of our Enemies; if ſtrongly tempted at any Time to extend his Conqueſts to the Eaſt- 
ward, he might treat for the Support either of the French or of Tippoo in ſuch an Enterprize; 
or, finally, provoked by ill Treatment from our Government, he might, to gratify his Re- 
ſentment, cabal with its avowed Adverſaries. Much may be objected to the Likelihood of each 
of theſe Contingencies ; and as to the laſt of them, it muſt at leaſt be referred beyond rhe 
Period of the preſent Adminiſtration in India. x eee 
But however certain it may be, that our Government will never offer any real Wrong, or 
intentional Slight, to Saindeah, it cannot be denied that it has a very arduous Taſk in the 
political Duty of pleaſing that Chief. Much of this Difficulty ariſes, as I have already 
ſhewn, from. his natural Jealouſy and Diftruſt, but it muſt be partly aſcribed'to another Caufe. 
Saindeah has experienced ſo much overſtrained Complaiſance from us, that he may be com- 
pared to the ſpoiled Child, who aftet being indulged in a Variety of Demands, cried at laſt 
becauſe it could not obtain the Moos. Hie often carries his Pretenſions to nearly an equal 
Height of Unreaſonableneſs and Extrayagance, expecting from us at Times, on the Strength 
of former Compliances, ſuch Conceſſiofis as would conſiſt perhaps neither with Prudence nor 
with Honour to grant. Hence it becomes. neceſſary, in conſidering both the Applications and 
the Complaints of Saindeah, to keep in mind the Character and Views of himſelf and of his 
Durbar; under which Denomination -I range all bis Favourites and principal Servants, 
whether actually near his Perſon, or employed at a Diſtance. It is, generally if not univerſully 
ſpeaking. N of Men familiarized to Diſſimulation, expert at Circunivention, practiſed 
in Falſchood, and in a Word, but little reſtrained by any Sort of Principle. Of theſe there are 
robably, but few who look beyond themſelves, or who ate really anxious to promote the 
roſperity of - their Maſter; nor will any of them, however ſincerely attached they ma) be to 
his Intereſts, de found to poſſeſ moch true political Sagacity. They, fot the moſt Part, 
make their Court to him, by ferding his Jealouſy and his Vagity; and when they offer 
him Counſel, if it ſhould not be Maste by private Conſiderations, it is ſuch as they know © 
will be agreeable to him, or ſuch as may be expected from Men of contracted and undiſcerning 
Minds, and who are noways qualified for the Conduct of great Affairs. 
The Suggeſtions and Repreſentations of Perſons of the foregoing Deſcription will rarely 
be found, on due Examination, to merit, much Regard. To ſay nothing at preſent of the 
Applications or Demands able to proceed from ſuch a Durbar, it may be obſerved, that its 
Complaints are very e or pretended; for although the Maharartahs are but 
little , under the Iaddsnes & the more violent Paſſions, -as Revenge and Anger, yet they are 
not uncommonly impelled by Jeſs,worthy Incentives to indulge themſelves freely in Miſrepre- 
ſentation and Exaggerarion, Indeed 'thoſe Practices appear in many Caſes to be purely the,

It is plain, that the diſregarding of ſuch Complaints as are here deſcribed, can never be 
productive of any ſerious Conſequence ; for although Saindeah may feel ſome flight Mortifi- 
cation at being foiled or diſappointed in theſe little Views, yet an inward Conſciouſneſs of his 
own Diſingenuity mult prevent his conceiving any real Offence on ſuch - Occaſions, -It is 
otherwiſe, however, in reſpect, to thoſe Wrongs which he may actually, though erroneouſly, 
imagine himſelf to ſuffer, eſpecially when this Impreſſion reſults from a Miſconſtruction of any 
sie in Orig. of the Articles of the Treaty ſubſiſting between us. It? ſuch Caſes, it would not perhaps 
be right to ſcrutinize too nicely, whether or not ſuch Miſconſtructions be affected or ſincere; 
there can be no Harm in receiving them at all Times in the latter Light, and in treating them 
accordingly, on that Footing. A-temperate Diſcuſſion of theſe Points, and a candid Explana- 
tion of the Senſe and Force affixed by ourſelves to the Engagements by which we are bound, 
though they were always to fail of convincing and of ſatisfying Saindeah, would nevertheleſs .

This has long been a Subject of 
grievous Complaint with Saindeah, nor has any Thing which has been ever repreſented to him 
on the Occaſion had the leaſt Effect towards ſatisfying him of the Propriety of his Excellency's 
Conduct in this Particular. He continues either really to think, or to pretend to think, that 
the Protection which has been afforded to this Fugitive, amounts to a Violation, not only of 
the Spirit but the Letter of the Treaty ſubſiſüng between us, and conſequently between the Vizier | 
and him. Now, although it cannot be admitted to be an Infraction of any poſitive Engagement, 
+ Sic in Orig. yet-it certainly is much to be lamented, that his Excellency ſhould have f betrayed into a Step 
which ſo ſtrongly marked his Indiſpoſition towards his Mahratta Neighbour. Kimmut Behaudre, 
at the very Time that he ſought a Refuge in our Ally's Dominions, ſtood in the Relation of 
a Traitor and an Enemy to his i arc Government, againſt which he had been guilty of 
| t Sie in Orig. the moſt atrocious Offences. Under ſuch Circumſtances to favour or protect , not leſs obnoxious 
| | to Saindeah, was in the Vizier nearly equivalent to a Declaration that there could be no Crime 
$Sic in Orig, committed againſt either his own Perſon or Authority, which $ not be atoned for by a marked 5 
[ Hoſtility cowards the Mahratta Chief. I do not pretend to ſay, that Saindeah has ever drawn

The Reception given by Saindeah to Cheit Sing, as it never was preſſingly objected to by 
our Government, may not be thought to furniſh any Juſtification of the Meaſure here alluded 
to. I cannot, indeed, help thinking that Saindeah, in granting an Aſylum to Cheit Sing, 
acted with great Impropriety and Indelicacy towards us; for tent we had not at that 
Period concluded a general Peace with the Maharattahs, yet Saindeah had entered into a ſepa- 
rate Convention. with us, which ought 'to have prevented him from adopting 'a Line of Con- 
duct, that certainly breathed but little of that favourable Diſpoſition. towards us, for which we 

have been uſed to give ſo much Credit to this Chief. Ar the ſame Time I am ready to own, 
that it would be very impolitic in us, were we in our Commerce with, the Mahrattahs to ſquare 
our Behaviour towards them, on every Occaſion, exactly by the rigid Rule of Retaliation. It. 

will, no doubt, be ſometimes proper for us to enforce a ſtrict Performance of what may be 

1 due by them to our Honour, and to the Faith of Treaties ; but it may be queſtioned, whether 

the moſt effectual Way of accompliſhing this Point, would be by imitating in any Cale the 
cuſtomary (and indeed proverbial) Looſeneſs with which that People at all Times. acquit 
themſelves of their Engagements. Such a Proceeding would be leſs calculated to produce a 
Change in their national Habits and Character, than to lay the Foundation of perpetual. Diſ- 
agreements between us. Not being uſed to view ſlight or indirect Infractions in the ſame 
heinous Light that we do, they cannot comprehend why they ſhould be very ſeriouſly reſented, 

» and conſequently this can hardly ever be done without their thinking.themſelves in ome Mea- 

ſure injured. Excepting, therefore, on very important Occaſions,” it will perhaps be more, 
dignified and more prudent to diſregard, than to copy, ſuch an' irregular Conducce. 
Frequently, however, as the Complaints of Saindeah will prove frivolous, unreaſonable, . 
and totally ungrounded, Candour requires it ſhould. be acknowledged, that in regard to the 
Vizier's Government, it is to be feared they have at Times but too. much Foundation. Nei- 
ther is this Circumſtance difficult to be accounted for: His Excellency has certainly but 
little Reaſon, upon the whole, to be ſatisfied with the Mahrattah” Chief. This , hereditary. 
Antipathy to the Nation of the latter out of the Queſtion, more Circumſtances than One 
have had the Effect of exciting in him a perſonal Diſguſt, and I may even venture to ſay.

Pre- eminence in the Empire, that may be affirmed to have 
conſtituted Part of his Patrimony; his Officers at Dehli have been plundered and haraſſed; 8 
his own Property there violently invaded ;. ſome of his diſcontented and reſractory Relations * 4 
countenanced j and others, in whom he is either really, or affects to be, intereſted, impriſoned | _ 
and maltreated. I do not pretend to affirm that Saindeah is equally blameable on all theſe 

Points; neither is it to be admitted, that any of them can be properly excuſed: b pleading 

the licentious Nature of his Government, ſince the ſame Apology. might, with the 2 Juſt- 

neſs, be offered for the moſt flagrant Outrages, and might often be employed to cover Acts of 

intentional Slight and Injury. Be this as it may, however; their Effect on the Mind of the 

Vizier is very great; and being alſo, it may be ſaid, natural, will be found the more difficult | 

to correct. But as ſuch an Indiſpoſition towards. Saindeah on the Part of his Excellency may 

be pregnant with Danger, by —— in ſome Degree, a Tendency to drive the former: into 
Connections inimical to our Intereſts, it doubtleſsly behoves us to labour earneſtly for its Re- 

moval. For my own Part, I confeſs I .ſee but One effectual Way of accompliſhing ſo de- 

firable an End. Our Influence over the Vizier is certainly conſiderable ; but then, his Mind 

is probably not leſs under the Iufluence of Pride, of Jealouſy, and of an Iadignation at 
Wrongs, partly perhaps real, and partly imaginary. Hence, to employ our. Credit with 

him in order to reconcile him to an unqualified Reſiſtance againſt the Suggeſtions of Paſſions, 

commonly very uncontroulable, would, beſides very * ineffectual, ſavour more of unreaſonable * Sicin Orig. 
Violence than I am' ſure would be agreeable to our Government. To correct and gradually 

to ſubdue theſe unfriendly Diſpoſitions (which the Vizier would in vain attempt to diſguiſe, 

and which are evidently communicated to a great Part of his Subjects), it is neceſſary, if 

not to redreſs the Circumſtances that have given riſe to them, at leaſt to prevent for the 

future the Recurrence of ſuch Matter as is calculated to keep them alive. triad | 

To this End, it would be requiſite to effect a more conſiderable ſ in the Conduct and Senti- + Sie in Orig. 
ments of Saindeah than I will venture to pronounce to be practicable; yet till this be done, . 
I am afraid it will be to no Purpoſe for us to endeavour to reſtrain the Vizier's Government 
within the Bounds neceſſary to the great political Ends which have been hintedfat.— His Ex- 

* cellency may deny that he affords Protection to Fugitives from the Territories © the Mahrat- 
tah; he may affirm that he carries on no-improper Correſpondence, or indeed any at all, with 
Tributaries or Enemies of that Chief; and he may even promiſe that effectual Care ſhall be taken 
for the Prevention of ſuch Practices; yer I hefitare not to pronounce, that all theſe Evils will 
continue, without our being able, perhaps, to aſcertain with Preciſion the Exiſtence of any of 

them. In a Word, the Principle of reciprocal Advantage and Honour muſt be introduced into 
the Connection ſubſiſting between Saindeah and our Ally the Vizier, before it can ever be made 
agreeable to the latter, or before a liberal and cordial Intercourſe can be eſtabliſhed between 
them,—Some Appearances of Harmony may be 2 mutual Proteſtations, Declarations, 
and Injunctions may be exchanged ; but as thoſe, while the Seeds of IIl- humour prevail on 
either Side, will mean nothing, neither will they ever produce any good. lat e dn 
lt may not be improper, before I cloſe the preſent Diſcourſe, to take ſome ſlight Notice 
of the Perſons employed by Saindeah in the Management of his Concerns with our Govern« 
ment. Theſe are oſtenſibly only Two, viz. Bow Buckſhee, and Apa Byhroo Naht; but it is 
very certain that there are others, who on particular Occaſions; being more in the Confidence 
of their Maſter than either of theſe Miniſters, take the Lead of them in Engliſh as well as in

Of the Characters of thoſe Two Men it is not neceſſary for me to ſay much, ſince they differ 
little or nothing from the Bulk of the Durbar. of which they are Members, and which I have 
already attempted faintly to delineate.—Apa, who is a Sort of Dependant on the Bow, and 
acts in the Capacity of his Deputy or Aſſiſtant, appears to be rather ſuperior to his Principal, 
as well in Sagacity as in Addreſs. They are both to be conſidered, however, rather as the In- 
ſtruments than the Counſellors of Saindeah, being employed for the moſt Part only in executing 
what ſeems to that Chief himſelf adviſeable, or what ſome of his more confidential Servants 
ſuggeſt as expedient. Their Views indeed being at all Times either very confined, or very in- 
tereſted, they are better qualified to act as Agents than as Counſellors.— In the former Station 
they acquit themſelves ſukiciently well, being as ſupple and as ſubſervient as their Maſter can 
wiſh them to be; and though they ſometimes ſeem to move in the latter Sphere, yet it is 
rarely that they do more than e! the Means of accompliſhing what is known to be deſired, 
and of executing what is known to be already determined on. 

It is not to be denied, that Bow Buckſhee has derived both Conſequence and Profit from 
the Share which he has had in conducting the Intercourſe between his Maſter and our Govern- 
ment; but it appears to me that he was not ſelected for that on any Grounds of a creditable 
Nature to himſelf. The Connection between Saindeah and us was eſtabliſhed through a ſuffi- 
cient Agency. It was Servajee Eethul Rao who was employed to negociate and conclude the 
ſeparate Treaty with Colonel Muir, which laid the Foundation of the general Peace. that 
enſued, The Character of this Perſon ſtands very high, not only among his Countrymen, but 

alſo in the Eſtimation of their political Enemies, — His Conduct, during the Negociations 
which he managed, received the moſt honourable Teſtimony from the Gentleman who treated + 
with him on the Part of Colanel * IF an important Station in the Mahrattah Em- 
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ire, and continues to be particularly diſtinguiſhed by Saindeah, although no longer employed 
y him in the political Line.—lIt is not difficult to account for his having loſt the Canfidence 
of the Mahrattah Chief; being at the Head of a Body of che Goverament Troops, he was not 
independent in a great Degree of Saindeab, but even in ſome reſpect co-ordinate with him, 
k This Conſideration, joined to his high Reputation, rendered him eminently uſeful ia a Con- 
juncture when the Neceſlity of Saindeah's Affairs made a ſpeedy Peace with the Engliſh 
indiſpenſable. - This Object, however, accompliſhed, and the Views of Saindeah changing with 
Circumſtances, it became neceſſary for him to lay alide Eethul Rao, whoſe Relation to the 
Poonah Government, whoſe Rank and Credit, and whoſe general Character, altogether diſqua- 
lified him for a Situation in which no Perſon could be ſafely truſted hut a Creature of his own, 
Bow Buckſhee was accordingly raiſed to an Office, for accompliſhing the Purpoſes of which 
his looſe and flexible Principles were infinitely; better ſuited than the unaccommodaring, but 
independent Spirit of Etehel Rao, It is remarkable, however, that although the latter has 
no longer any Share in the Conduct of Engliſh Aﬀairs, yet he continues to keep up the State 
of employing a Vakeel at Calcutta, an Aſſumption to which, notwithſtanding it cannot be 
* Sie in Orig. agreeable to Sgindeah, this Chief never appears to have offered any any * Objection. 
Bhew Buckſhee does not at this Time derive either ſo much Credit or Advantage ſrom 
his miniſterial Station as he formerly did. The Connection between Saindeah and our 
Government has aſſumed that Kind of Form which requires and admits but little of intet- 
mediate Agency. Hence being almoſt totally unemployed as a Negotiator, the Importance 
which he derived from that Situation has almoſt ceaſed, While he could make his Maſter 
believe that it was poſſible to bind us to his Intereſt by cloſer Ties than at preſent unite 
us together (a Piece of Addreſs which I have - Reaſon to think be long practiſed . ſuc- 
ceſsfully), he experienced no Diminution of Influence; but as Saindeah is by this Time, 
I fancy, thoroughly convinced that this is an unattainable Point, and as it muſt conſequently 
appear to him that the Bhow does not poſſeſs: that Degree of Weight. with us which he 
has always affected to enjoy, I am of Opinion that the Credit of the latter is on the De- 
eline. It is probable, indeed, that he will be able to maintain his Ground for ſome Time 
longer; but whenever he ſhall be marked as a proper Object for the rapacious Neceſſity of 
his Maſter (which in all Likelihood will one Day be the Caſe), it is not the ſubordinate Part 
which he has in the Management of Affairs, tha“ will protect him from Diſgrace and Ruin. 
His Conduct in his Revenue Employment will at any Period furniſh Arguments ſufficiently 
plaufible for criminating, for ſqueezing, and for degrading him; and I believe he is too well 
acquainted: with the Character of Saindeah to reckon upon any Support, in his Difficulties, 
+ Sie in Orig. from the Favour or or f laterpofition of the Engliſh Government. As a View, therefore, 
to this Sort of Advantage is not likely to have any Influence on his Conduct in reſpect to us, 
there is the greater Reaſon for believing that the better to ingratiate himſelf with his Maſter 
and with: his moſt confidential Counſellors, he will enter into all the Views of the latter, and 
inſtead of labouring, as he ought, to remove the former's Diſtruſt of us, rather encourage and 
keep it alive by every Means in his Power; I wiſh had no Reaſon for ſuſpecting that he has 
already adopted fo inſidious a Policy. / | 4 | 5 1 
Before I quit this Subject, it may not be amiſs to obſerve that Bhow Bukſhee has a con- 
fiderable Rival in Ambajee, whoſe Conduct oftener than once has plainly indicated a Deſire of 
acquiring the Direction in Engliſh Affairs. I have had very broad Overtures from him to this 
Effect, which I of courſe diſcouraged with ſufficient Explicitneſs. But ſupported as he is by 
Rana Khan Bhal, and high as he ſtands in the Confidence of Saindeah, it is not at all unlikely 
but he may at ſome future Juncture reſume his Views to this Situation. It may be queſtioned, 
however, whether we ſhould benefit any Thing, by ſuch a Change, for although Ambajee has af- 
feed to charge the Bhow with Duplicity and Iaſincerity in the Adminiſtration of his Office, 
yet it is not clear that he could himſelf fill the Statign to his Maſter's Satisfaction without 
practiſing the ſame Arta; nor am I convinced that he would feel any Reluctance in pujting them

ſtant ; and I am only able at preſent, in Reply, to touch ſlightly on the mwſt i ettam/Points of 
it. In the firſt Place, my dear Sir, I muſt beg your Acceptance of my moſt — Acknow- 
jedgments for the obliging and attentive Regard you have ſhewn to all my Requiſitions und 
Wiſhes, which are not the leſs due to you becauſe your Endeavours have not beef productive of 
all the Succeſs I hoped for from them. It would be impertinent, and, perhaps, not altogether 
decent, for me to urge any Thing further on the Subject of Muzuffer Jung and Iſmael 1 Beg. 
The Governor's Expectations in regard to both muſt and ſhall be anſwered ; and my only Deſire 
now is, that he will permit the Nabob and his Miniſters to make it appear a Meaſure of their 
own, and not forced upon them by his immediate Authority. I feel nothing on my own Account 
for the Furruckabad Buſineſs, as I urged it only in conſequence of the Vizier's earneſt Deſire, 
which I thought extremely reaſonable, and made on Grounds- which appeared to me to bear not 
a Shadow of Doubt in regard to Juſtice or Propriety. His Excellency only is the Sufferer, and 
I think I can anſwer for him, that he would much rather have given up his Claims on the Nabob 
of - Furruckabad altogether, in his own Way, than be obliged now to withdraw his Agent, which 
muſt leſſen him ſo much in the Eyes of his Neighbours. In regard to Iſmael Beg, I feel myſelf 
very differently ſituated ; for, excluſive of the Diſapprobation it was my Duty to teſtify to a 
Conduct ſo extremely diſreſpectful and inſulting to the Nabob and his Miniſters, I couſd not 
help perſonally feeling and reſenting the Indignities he offered, in the moſt atrocious and bare- 
faced Manner, to my Station. But I muſt own to you, my dear Sir, I feel theſe Inſults, and 
the Triumph which this Villain has obtained over me, although it will give a ſevere Stab to the 
Influence and Authority of my Station, leſs than I do the Mortification of ſeeing more Regard 
paid to the Repreſentations of others than, my own, on Subjects which ſo eſſentially concern 
myſelf, and which to ſuſpect me capable of ard r 5g ſeems to declare me undeſerving of 
the Confidence of the Governor, and conſequently of the Office I hold under him. I would 
aſk, my dear Sir Elijah, what Intereſt, or poſſible ſiniſter View, I can have in eſpouſing the 
Cauſe of the Nabob againſt Iſmael Beg? Had Intereſt been the Rule of my Conduct, his 
own Overtures, before he had been Six Hours in Confinement, would have dictated a dif- 
ferent Line; but I thought his Conduct to the Nabob too infamous to paſs unpuniſhed ; and 
not to have reſented his Conduct to myſelf, and to Mr. Haſtings, whoſe Station and Character 
he took every Means in his Power to depreciate, would have been the higheſt Injuſtice both to 
my Friend and myſelf, If Mr. Haſtings cannot yield Credit to my ſolemn Declarations re- 
ſpecting the Conduct of this Man, it would, I conceive, be an eaſy Matter to get all I 
have ſaid, and indeed much more, verified upon Oath. But after what you have ſaid, I ſhall 
never again open my Lips, or employ my Pen, on the Subject. I feel the Diſappointment far 
more than I can expreſs, but it is only to yourſelf that I ſhall ever breathe a Complaint upon it.

Briftow's Letter and Defence: EY | nn 
It is with great Regret that he offers 'a Compoſition of ſuch unuſual Length for a Place in the 5 
Conſultations. It was written with a ſtrenger Regret, operating as a rg e on his 
Mind, and no leſs Morrtification, from the Reflection of the Incongruity of ſuch a Drudgery with 
the Cares and Functions which ought to be the Occupation of the Perſon filling a Station ſo 
important as that which he holds, had he the Power of attending to the firſt, or diſcharging the 
latter. He ſolemnly declares, that the Powers of this Government are not in his Hands, nor 
exerciſed by the Principles which he poſſeſſes. Diſarmed of the Means of averting, by an in- 
ſtant and decided Act of Authority, the Evils which he has long ſince ſeen impending aon the 
Britiſh Character and Intereſts, he has devoted himſelf to the Labour of diſplaying them for the 
View of higher Authorities, on whoſe Wiſdom and Juſtice he / ſecurely depends for their due 
Retribution, if this Repreſentation ſhall arrive too late to produce the Remedy which he h 
to derive from it.— The Ruin of a great Dominion, the open Violation of Juſtice and Public 
Faith, the Contempt reflected on this Government from its Repreſentation, and Reproach fm 
the Acts done under its Authority, merited at leaſt the Labour of a few Days for the Production 
of the only Reſouree which remained for their Removal, even from the firſt and executive 8 
Member of the Conſtitution, if they have not interfered with more urgent Calls of his Duty. 
To him it has been the Sacrifice of a Length of Time which he reviews with Pain. He foreſees 
the Conſequences to which it may lead, in the long Interval which mult precede its Effects, but 
is prepared to meet them; and whatever may happen of the Events which he dreads in the Train 
of Affairs now ſubſiſting, he ſhall at leaſt receive this Conſolation under them, that he uſed his 
utmoſt Exercions to prevent them, and that in the Annals of the Nations of India which have 
deen ſubjeted to the Britiſh Dominion, he ſhall not be remembered amongſt their Oppreſſorm.

It would have been unjuſt to have preſcribed to Mr. Briſtow, either the Mode or Bounds of his 
Defence. I ſhall aſſume the ſame Privilege in my Examination of it, and by throwing aſide all 
the extraneous Subjects, Reaſonings of Difficulty, or unimportant Applications, Profeſſſons of 
Integrity, and ſounding Declamation, which make up the Bulk of the Compoſition, endeavour-to 
comprize all that is eſſcntial of the general Subject in the foHowing Remarks. - 

On the 21ſt of April I laid before the Board Two Letters from the Nabob Vizier, and Three 
from his Miniſter Hyder Beg Khaun, all filled with various Complaints of the Conduct of Mr. 
Briſtow, the Reſident of this Government at the Court of the Nabob Vizier: As the conſtitu- 
tional Channel of all political Correſpondence, 1 had no Option, had I been ſo inclined, to ſuppreſs 
them.—They were as much the Concern of the other Members of the Board as my own bot as 
they perſonally regarded an Individual highly patronized, and then recently withdrawn from that 
Dependance on my Authority, with which 1 had endeavoured to accommodate my Submiſſion to 
the Orders of the Court of Directors in his Appointment to the Station which he held, I foreſaw 
at once all the Difficulties of the Part which I had to act, both with reſpect to my immediate . 
Colleagues in Office, and my Superiors at Home. Under this Impreſſion · I imparted the Subject 
with much Delicacy to the other Members of the Board, but thought I ſaw in its Reception a 
Temper which boded little Eaſe to my Feelings in the Proſecution of the Cha or Juſtice in 
the Termination of it The Gentlemen of the Board muſt not be offended ar this Declaration -1 
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mean not to allude to what paſſed when we were in private at the firſt Communication of the 
Complaints, bur to the firſt Minutes which were delivered upon them on, the 19th and 22d of the 
Month following. I bad ſuffered all the intermediate Delay, from a Fear of Irritation; and on 
the 19th of May I ſimply moved that the Charges ſhould be tranſmitted to Mr. Briſtow, with 
Orders to revoke all Appointments rpade by him under the Government of the Nabob Vizier, 
and not appertaining to the Duties and Rights of his Office. _ $1 
On this Queſtion the Members of the Board entered their ſeparate Opinions, agreeing to 
tranſmit the Charges for Mr. Briſtow's Defence; but objecting to any other conſequent Act 
until he ſhould have replied to them, as it'appeared that he had not exceeded his Inſtructions, 
and that the Complaints were founded on intereſted Motives.—Mr. Macpherſon added to his 
Opinion a Propoſal, that the - ſimilar Charges ſhould be drawn againſt Meſſrs. Middleton and 
Johnſton, on which the Board had been partly induced to remove thoſe Gentlemen from the 
Truſt ſince committed to Mr. Briſtow ; and Mr. Stables, with a Deciſion which ſeemed to pre- 
clude the Neceſſity of any Enquiry whatever, delivered it as his Opinion, that, in Juſtice and

This Letter was 
received on the 29th of May, but the Board ptoperly agreed to ſuſpend the Conſideration, of 
it till the Receipt of his Reply to the Charges which had been preferred againſt him; and theſe 
were accordingly” tranſmitted to him in a Leiter of that Date, which was more than Five Weeks 
after their Firlt Delivery.

I ſhall detain the Narrative in this Place but to make One brief Obſervation of the Difference 
of Mr: Macpherſon's Behaviour on this, from that which he ſhewed on a former Occaſion, not 
very diſſimilar:— When Mr. Johaſon, acting in the Place of Mr. Middleton, was accuſed of 
having appointed Aumils or Collectors over the Lands aſſigned by the Nabob Vizier for the 
Payment of the Company's Balance and growing Debt, and of having aſſumed other Acts of 
Authority which appertained ſolely to the regular Adminiſtration of the Nabob Vizier, I moved 
the Board to order his immediate Recall, deeming it improper to expoſe a whole Province to 
Diſorder, and the Credit of the Eugliſn Name to Imputation, through a Principle of  Delicacy 
to an Individual, who might have Time and Freedom allowed for: his Defence, and, if innocent, 
might be both effeftually acquitted by an Act paſſed at any remote Period of Time, and receive 
fall Compenſation by Appointment to an equal or higher Poſt of Credit. I well remember with 
what Promptneſs thoſe Sentiments were adopted by Mr. Macpherſon. My Motion was delivered 
on the 7th of September, in a written Meſſage to the Board, dictated from my Bed, to which I 
was confined . by a ſevere Indiſpoſition. It paſſed unanimouſly on the fame Day, with Orders 
correſponding, to Mr. Middleton the Reſident, announcing Mr. Johaſon's Recall; to Mr. John- 
ſon, requiring his Departure within Forty-cight Hours, on Pain of Arteſt; and to Colonel Mor- 
gan, the commanding Officer at Cawnpore, commanding him to ſend Mr. Johnſon: a Priſoner, to 
alcutta, if he exceeded the Time; preſcribed. Little more Ceremony was obſerved towards 
Mr. Middleton, whoſe imputed Miſconduct was the Cauſe of his Removal, though a ſcrupulbus 
Attention to the Orders of the Court of Directors was the Ground of Mr. Briſtow's Appoiatment 
to ſucceed-him. Theſe were Officers of my own Nomination, and how favoured and ſupported by 
me, while their Conduct appeared to merit it, the World well knows. When I ſaw Cauſe to 
change: my Opinion of them, and thought their Continuance in Office of a pernicious Tendency 
to the Company's Intereſts, I moved, and Mr. Macpherſon gave his hearty and unqualified 
Voice, for their Diſmiſſion, without allowing them an Hour of Grace for Defence, or even for 
2 Reply.

of the Provinces. My Remonſtrances have, however, proved ineſſectual : and as I had no Au · 
thority over the Aumils, in oppoſition to his, the Evils have continued inereaſing inſtead of dis 
miniſhing. Plunged irretrievably, as the Nabob is, in Idlene, Extravagance, and Luxury, it 
is in vain to expect that he ſhould act. or indeed be able to act, another Year, in a Manner lefh 
injurious to the realizing the Engliſh Tuncaws, unleſs I am impowered by the Honeurable Hard 
to demand from his Excellency the excluſive Aſſignments of the whole: Reveaues of certain Pro.

| Mr. Goring ſent for Rajah Ram Sewuk; and queſtioned him: After which he ſaid to Rajah Gopr2 
daſs Roy, What Fault have I been guilty of towards you, to induce you to draw up ſuch a Kind 
of Sourrut hal _ me? The Rajah - replied, What Occaſion was there that I ſhould prepare a 
Sourrut hal? Mr. Goring immediately ſent for Meerdoolah and Sider Muſſaoud, the Witneſſes, 
and ſaid to them, Declare truly whether you did, or did not, affix your Seals to the Sourrut hal. 
Meer Doola replied firſt; On the Application of Kiſhwoor Cawn I put my Seal to it.” Sedee 
Muſſaoud ſaid, Being given to underſtand by Kiſhwovr Cawn, that it was the Order of the Nabob 
and Rajah, I allo affixed my Seal as a Witneſs to it.” Mr. Goring ſaid, „If I prove Kiſhwoor 
Cawn a Servant of yours, will you then allow the Truth of what I have ſaid, or not ?“ The Rajah 
replied, « My Servant will anſwer for himſelf and if he had acted in 8 of my Orders, 
I ſhould undoubtedly have been acquainted with the Affair. Mr. Goring at laſt ſent for Kiſhwoor 
Cawn,' who was abſent on ſome Buſineſs of his Maſter's, and therefore'did not come immediately. 
The Rajah took his Leave between 10 and 11, and went to the Havelu of Horum Cooly Cawn, 
and Mr. Goring went to an Entertainment at the Houſe of Munny Bhegum. About Three in the 
Morning he arrived at the Kellah, and afterwards ſent a Chubdar to call the Rajah, who ſaid to 
the Chubdar, Carry my Compliments to Mr. Goring, and ſay, that the 2 on is far ſpent, and 
that it is a very unreaſonable Hour to go out, but that I will wait on him in the Morning.“ Mr. 
Goring then ſent a Chubdar, in the Nabob's Name, to call the Rajah, who made the ſame Anſwer 
to him as the former. Afterwards a Chubdar from Mr. Goring came to the Rajah, with many 
Compliments, deſiring he and Rajah Purbooram would go on the Morrow to the Chahil Suttoon

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Haſtings to the Court of Directors, dated Fort William, the 
25th March 1775. | 


L( a) Honourable Sits, | | 

I have the Honour to ſend you a Triplicate of my Addreſs of the roth of January, a Duplicate of 
my laſt, and Obſervations on the Minutes ſent by the Gentlemen of the Majority to your Honour- 
able Court with the laſt-Diſpatches. | | 

The various and accumulated Attacks which have been made upon me by my Adverſaries 
exceed my Abilities, andthe narrow Compaſs of my Time, to repel them by that circumſtantial 
Mode of Defence which I have made uſe of in my former Addreſſes. 

I beg Leave to recall to your Attention the original Points of Controverſy which formed the 
Subjects of our Firſt Appeals. Theſe were, on their Part, a Condemnation of the Rohilla War, 
a Juſtification of their Reſolutions for the Recall of the Brigade, and the Diſmiſſion of my publick 
Agent from his Appointment at the Court of the Vizier Sujah Dowla; and on mine, a Vindication 
of that War, and a Proteſtation againſt their Reſolutions. x 

Not truſting to their Strength on this Ground, they ſhifted the Scene to the Treaty of Benaris, 
which they endeavoured to decry, and I have defended. : | 

Their next Attack was on the Management of your Collections and Finances. Thoſe were 
repreſented as in a State of irretrievable Ruin, and. theſe exhauſted; with what Truth you will 
judge from Facts, which ſuperſede all Argument. 

On all theſe Points I have fully replied; and it reſts with you to determine on the Juſtice of 
their Accuſations and my Defence. Neither my Judgement nor my Conſcience will allow me for 
a Moment to fear for the Iſſue of your Deciſion. 

To this Period the Conteſts between the Majority and me were confined to Subjects of a public 
Nature, although my Conduct and Character, my Credit at home, and my Influence here, were 
the ultimate Objects of them. Perhaps even theſe Retroſpections were foreign from the Deſign of 
the Legiſlature in the Conſtitution of this new Government, inveſted with ſuch extended Powers, 
and a Charge of ſuch vaſt Importance to the Britiſh State. I have long ago, in my Letter to the Ho- 
nourable Court of Directors, dated 11th November 1773, offered to you my Opinion of their 
Effects, at a Time when it was impoſſible. for me to foreſee the preſent Occaſion for the Ap- - 


The firſt Acts of the Majority manifeſtly ſhew, that their Aim was either by continual Pro- 
vocations to induce me to throw up my Seat, and leave them the ſole uncontrolled: Maſters of 
this valuable State, or by annihilating my preſent Influence, to render me a Cypher in it; and, 
by miſrepreſenting. the Meaſures. of my former Adminiſtration as. univerſally tending, and even: 
ſyſtematically calculated for the Ruin of your Intereſts, and the national Honour, in this Country, to 
effect my Removal by a ſuperior and legal Authority, | 

The ruling Principle and Spring of all their Actions is fairly but rather unguardedly ex- 
plained in their firſt Letter of Appeal, in the Declaration, That the Juſtification of their Con- 
duct muſt of Neceſſity carry with it, and could only be ſupported by a ſtrong and deliberate Cen- 
ſure of the preceding Adminiſtration.” I have admitted the Truth of this Propoſition, in the 
Application of it, to ſuch of their Meaſures as are directly contradictory of “ thoſe.of the preceding 
Adminiſtration, but I will not allow it to be either juſt or fair, applied to Meaſures with which 
theſe have no Relation; but it is a powerful, though trite, Policy, to which the unthinking Part 
of the World have too often been the Dupes; to ſuch let them addreſs. themſelves; I truſt that my 
Cauſe will be decided by other Judges. | | 

The ſubſequent Tranſactions have not even the Pretext of a publick Object, but are directly 
and openly levelled at myſelf, The Ground is popular, and calculated to the Temper of the 
Times; and whatever be the Iſſue of them, there are Thouſands on whom the bare Allegations

Reduced to this Extremity, and ſupported only by a ſingle Member of the Board, whoſe Beha- 
viour and Reaſonings on this Occaſion will, I truſt, do him Honour in your Eyes, although they 
availed but little againſt à pre-combined Reſolution, I had no Alternative left, but to yield to 
the Indignities offered me, or to make Uſe of the Authority which the ancient and unrepealed 
Conſtitution of your Service has veſted in the Preſident of your Council, to declare the Meeting 
diſſolved. My Declaration had no Effect with them, nor did I expect it would, It reſts wit

When I was at Moorſhedabad you mentioned a Report of a Pergunnah's having been alienated 
from this Province, and given by Shitabroy to Raja Bulwant Sing. I afked you, If you meant 
Bejugur or Chouſa.
